GERMAN TRADE 
AGREEMENT 


A question as to whether the German. 
Trade Agreement for 1937 contained any 
pace for mm of cured herrings to 
Jermany, and, if so, what were the quanti- 
rovided for and the terms, was asked by 
Mr. DILLON. 

The PRESIDENT said provision was made 
in the existing German Trade Agreement for 
the export to Germany of cured herrings 
during the period April to July, 1937. The 
uantity of herrings to be exported under 
the terms of the agreement would be (as in 
the case of other Free State products) con- 
tingent on the value ot goods of German 
origin imported into the Free State in the 
twelve months ending November, 1937. The 
terms of sale would be a matter for arrange- 
ment between Free State exporters and 
German importers. 

Mr. DILLON said in view of the fact that 
one of the commodities proposed to be 
exported was butter, and that there was at 
present a scarcity of butter in this country, 
would the Minister open negotiations with 
the German Reich with a view to having 
them accept herrings instead of butter during 
the outstanding period.

LEMASS (Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce) said there were a number of factors 
which would justify a higher price for flour 
in the Free State than in Great Britain, but 
he was not satisfied that the present Free

RESEARCH WORK 


Called. for the defence, Philip Bernard 
Murphy, a mechanic employed by the accused 
man, said that he was in mechanical charge 
of all the instruments at Merrion square. 
Coleman carried on a great deal of experi- 
mental and research work at Merrion square, 
in addition to the treatment of patients. 
Coleman was the holder of British patents in 
connection with X-ray and other apparatus. 

Witness said that two of the instruments 
to which particular reference had been ma 
were at his house until after Christmas, and 
could. not have been at Merrion square on 
19th December. 

Cross-examined by Mr, McCarthy with re- 
gard to the name “ Dr. Anderson” on the 
name-plate, witness said that he did not 
know to whom it referred. 

Miss Josephine Mary Walsh po evidence 
that she had been a patient oí the accused 
man at Merrion sguare during the past twelve 
months. She was a professional nurse, and 
in the course of her treatment she had 
frequently discussed medical matters with the 
accused man. She never saw or heard any- 
thing to suggest that he was carrying on a 
form of quackery. 

Mary Pauline Delamere said that she was 
a maternity nurse and had been treated by 
the accused man. She agreed with the 
evidence of the previous witness, She was 
resent in the consulting room on 19th and 

h December when the girl was examined 

by Coleman. As far as she could see, no 
instruments were handled by Coleman at the 
times of his. examinations of the girl. In 
these examinations there was nothing less 
skilful than in the Rotunda Hospital. 
To Mr. Haugh—She paid 10s. a visit when 
she was being treated by Coleman, but she 
did ‘not pay him any time that she acted as 
an attendant. She had attended about four 
or five examinations before 19th December. 
She was paid 5s. for each examination she 
attended. She could not remember the days 
on which those examinations took place. She 
could not remember the details of what took 
place at those examinations. She got the 
money to pay Coleman for her treatment 
from Judge Davitt. She got the money as 
the resuli of a motor accident. 


NOTE FROM DEFENDANT 


Witness produced a note from Coleman, 
asking her to be present at an examination 
on 19th December. She had mentioned to 
Mrs. Coleman that she had this note. It 
would be a lie to say that she got the note 
from Coleman since his arrest. ; 

In further cross-examination, witness said 
she had a clear view of what took place cn 
both 19th and 20th December, and no instru- 
ments were used.

NUMEROUS assembly at the Chilean 
Consulate, Pembroke road, Dublin, 
yesterday evening witnessed the cere- 
monious conferring of the Chilean Order of 
Merit on a Dublin man, Mr. P. J. Kenny, 
who, after long years in the service of the 
i wa of Chile, has returned to Dublin 
in his native land. Mr. P. J. 
Kenny is a brother of the well-known Dublin 
business man, Mr. Kevin J. Kenny. 
Senor Benardo Blejer, the Chilean Consul, 
j and Senora Blejer having received the guests, 
showed them the Diploma and the ornate 


the honour on Mr, Kenny. 

Senor Blejer said that a double event 
brought his guests to that social gathering. 
First, to welcome them, for the first time in 
the history of the two countries, to what 
might be considered henceforth as a piece 
of Chile. He felt very proud that his coun- 
try had called him to such an important ap- 
pomtment in opening up officially its Con. 
sulate in this country. Secondly, to decorate 
Mr. Patrick J. Kenny with the Order of 
Merit in the degree of Officer, and to hand 
him the Medal and Diploma of the Order, 
for services to Chile in the cause of educa- 
ion. 

He said that Mr. Kenny, in his own coun- 
try, would continue his work, and be a link 
with Ambrosio O’Higgins, who, in the 16th 
eentury, set out for Spain from Ireland, and 
was appointed Vice Roy of Spain in South 
America. 


O'Higgins’s Work 

It owas due to Ambrioso’s son, 
Barnardo O’Higgins, and the great San 
Martin, in collaboration with the famous 
Bolivar, the. Napoleon of South America, 
that the dawn of liberty came to Chile, as 
well as to other South American Republics, 
A province of Chile had been named after 
the Irishman, and first President of 
Chile, Barnardo O'Higgins. Their most 
distinguished family names were Irish, and 
one of the most outstanding was that of 
His Excellency the Chilean Ambassador in 
London, Don Augustin Edwards MacClure. 
Again, there were the MacKennas, Lynchs, 
O’Briens and O’Ryans. One of the biggest 
merchant, Pein and banking firms of the 
world was W. H. Grace and Co., founded by 
Mr. Michael Grace, a Westmeath man. 

Mr. Kenny’s mission in Chile had been 
great and beneficial work in the social cause, 
such as teaching and education in general.

Saorstat and Commonwealth 
In one respect Mr. Frank MacDermot is 


not at home in Dáil Hireann: he has a 
liking for clarity. It was this desire to 
be precise that impelled him yesterday to 
seek to probe within the protective cover 
that veils the new Constitution from the 
too curious gaze. Need we repeat that for 
Mr. MacDermot’s own clearness of thought 
we have the highest possible regard, and 
that, for honesty and ‘straightness of 
intent, he has no peer in Ireland? When, 
however, he challenges President de Valera 
he challenges a man whose equal in that 
strange art known as ‘« diplomacy ’ cannot 
be found in Europe. President de Valera 
has produced a Constitution which—we 
admit it frankly—is such a miracle of 


found with it. Henceforward the Irish 
Free State will be simultaneously inside 
and outside the British Empire; she will 
accept certain obligations of the imperial 
connection and will repudiate others— 
even though those others generally are 
regarded as essential symbols of the 
imperial connection ; she will acknowledge 
the King, and she will not acknowledge 
the King. Is it surprising that such people 
as Mr. MacDermot, who like to know 
exactly where they stand, are. eager for 
information that will weave a pathway 
through this maze? There was one ques- 
tion, indeed, that he forbore to ask yester- 
day, and it is a question on which many 
people have speculated within the past 
couple of months. Will the Irish Free 
State be represented at the Coronation of 
King George VI.; and, if so, how will 
she be represented? We do not profess 
to know the answer. Logically, President 
de Valera ought to make a straight deci- 
sion one way or the other. Either he 
ought to acknowledge the Commonwealth 
connection with honourable completeness, 
and, if he does not visit London himself, 
to send important delegates from his 
Cabinet; or, on the other hand, he ought 
to maintain his pose of dignified aloof- 
ness, and to send nobody at all. There is 
little doubt, however, that the attendance 
of the High Commissioner in London will 
provide the usual compromise. Nobody 
will. be completely, satisfied, but nobody, 
likewise, will have any real ground for 
complaint. ; 

Mr. MacDermot, nevertheless, asked two 
very practical questions, and it was not 
his fault that they were so framed as to 
permit of ready evasion. The first was 
whether, so long as the Irish Free State 
‘ig associated with the British Common- 
wealth for purposes of foreign policy,” 
Mr. de Valera “ will take an equa] share 
in Imperial Conferences by which Common. 
wealth foreign policy is determined.” The 
President replied that Imperial Con- 
ferences did not decide the foreign policies 
of the Commonwealth States; that every 
Commonwealth State was free to deter- 
: mine its own foreign policy; and that, if 
there was such a thing as a Commonwealth 
foreign policy, it was dictated by mutual 
interests. The last part of Mr. de Valera’s 
reply is the part that counts, Between 
the Free State and Great Britain—if 
between no other two States of the 
Commonwealth—there exists a very defi- 
nite community of interest, which can be 
discussed nowhere more effectively than at 
an Imperial Conference. Its existence has 
becomo dangerously clear during the past 
twelve months. Ireland and England 
realise that, even if the old bonds ot 
mutual kinship and of commercial advan- 
tage have ceased to bind them, thero is a 
new bond which renders them more than 
ever necessary to each other. That bond 
is the common fear of war. When war 
comes upon Europe it will not spare 
Ireland. Just as she cannot afford to 
dispense with the protection of the Royal 


‘| Navy, so Great Britain cannot afford to 


dispense with the food supplies that she 
will obtain from the Free State, or with 
the ports of Southern Ireland as essential 
elements in her own defence.

To be sure, Mr. MacDermot’s 
query was concerned with the problem of 
migration from the home countries to the 
great remote Dominions of the British 
Commonwealth ; but that problem is inter- 
woven with the larger question of the free 
flow of mankind between the various parts 
of the Empire. For all practical purposes 
the British Empire to-day means, so far 
as Ireland is concerned, the United 
Kingdom. Great Britain is not only the 
Free State’s sole market for goods, but 
the sole receptacle of her surplus popula- 
tion.

For 
at least two centuries the formative 
thought of Ireland has been expressed 
in English, and it is that expression which 
has moulded the Irish nation of our day. 
The virtue of talking differently from 
other peoples is not cardinal; that of 
thinking on a higher plane than other 
peoples most certainly is. Ultimately, 
it is the thought that counts—not the 
sound of the thought when expressed, or 
even the method of its orthography. 
Culture is an elusive thing, difficult to 
catch and more difficult to hold in large 
quantities. At best, language is only a 
fraction of the culture which the Minister 
believes that it enshrines and embalms. 
When he has “‘ revived’”’ a new language,. 
which he believes to be an old one, does 
he really imagine that the body of the 
long-embalmed culture again will stalk 
the land of Colmcille and Brigid, of Fionn 
and Cuchulain, of the Four Masters and 
the artists of the Book of Kells? It is a 
bright thought, but hardly a practical 
one. If Irish were studied as other 
languages are studied, for its mental and 
literary value, and without thought of 
job or reward, it would become a surer 
vehicle for the “enrichment of our 
national life by the preservation and 
restoration of as much of the Irish culture 
as was bound up with the Irish language.” 
The ‘‘wall of brass’’ notion has been 
demolished long ago. What now remains 
is the heritage of all Irish people— 
Norman, Cromwellian, Hessian and Gael.

Tests for Schoolboys 


A school in Dover has conceived a 
scholarship plan which should anger— 
and, indeed, already has angered—the 
more conservative, and, therefore, the 
preponderant, type of schoolmaster. The 
object of the scheme is to give scholarships 
to two classes of boys who, in the ordinary 
course of events, would have no chance of 
enjoying the benefits of the honour. The 
two classes are composed of boys who have 
not the mental ability to win a scholar- 
ship, but who are intelligent, hard-work- 
ing, good at games and trustworthy in 
responsible positions, and of boys who, for 
various reasons, have not reached the 
scholarship standard at the age of 13 or 
14, but who subsequently develop into 
really brilliant pupils. It is intended to 
award the scholarships on an intelligence 
test and an interview, while a good record 
for games, character and leadership would 
be an asset. Already a number of other 
headmasters have given their opinion of 
the innovation ; and, although the majority 
of them is prepared to welcome the 
scheme in its general intention, nearly all 
find fault with the idea of an intelligence 
test. The test is to be prepared by 
Institute of Industrial

'TRE House of Cominons was well filled 
- this afternoon when the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer rose to make a very fine 
speech on his loan proposals. His state- 
ments were so clear that the Labour 
Opposition, which is to oppose the loan 
altogether, will have difficulty in contro- 
verting them. Mr. Chamberlain did not 
mince matters, and warned the House ‘hat 
the huge figure of fifteen hundred millions 
could not be regarded as certain or final. 
The speech made a great impression in all 
quarters of the House, even th. Left ex- 
tremists being reduced to silence and 
attention. The Chancellor was warmly 
cheered when he sat down. In the Lobby 
there were many expressions of admiration 
for a clever, concise and excellently 
delivered, speech. . 


A Delicate Situation 


The Cabinet gave prolonged considera- 
tion to the drawing » of the White 
Paper issued last night, and there was 
great discussion whether the present 
delicate international situation should he 


was decided that nothing should be said 
to which any country could take exception. 
Tt was recalled that whe. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald issued his White Paper on 
defence two years ago he mentioned 
German armaments and .ttitude as 
reasons for the necessity of taking stock 
of our own position. This gave great 
offence to the leaders of the Nazi Party, 
and they required a great deal of soothing 
before the matter was allowed to drop. 
The spokesman of the German Foreien 
Office to-day remarked that it is a colossal! 
armament programme. “We do not 
deny Great Britain the right to arm to 
the extent she deems necessary, but wa 
claim the same rieht ourselves, and who 
is responsible? Those great Powers who 
prevented disarmament at Geneva.” 


French Welcome 
The White Paper has had a warm wel- 


come in France, where the mere enuncia- 


a. peace-loving nation like Britain is bound, 
it im thought, to have a salutary effect. 
The White Paper makes it clear that 
Britain intends that the freedom of the 
seas shall be no vain word. France, with 
her big colonial Empire, can only rejoice 
in such a determination. The view is also 
expressed that Grent Britain’s tremendous 
defence effort can be viewed from a double 
angle—moral and material. A somewhat 
similar view is held in Italy, the Italians 
being impressed and amazed. Great 
Britain and France are now regarded as 
‘leading the armaments race to heights 
whioh the poorer countries will find it 
difficult to follow without putting an 
intolerable burden on their citizens.”’ | 


Information Dernanded 


Supporters of the Government in the 
House of Commons express disappoint- 
ment at the paucity of information in the 
White Paper, more particularly relating 
to the expansion of the aviation pro- 
gramme. Generally, the need for reticence 
is appreciated, but it is the view that some 
figure could have been provided which 
would have been reassuring not only to 
members, but to the public as well. It is 
maintained that the situation must be 
made clear before long, since the great 
demands for money will necessitate fuller 
explanations than those now given. A 
suggestion made hy: a Conservative member 
is that, if the ition is so delicate that 
an open statement would cause injury, a 
‘secret session of the House of Commons 
might be held, when the required infor- 
mation could be given in camera, In the 
meantime members are hopeful that Mr. 
Baldwin may be able to lift the veil a 
little when he speaks in the armaments 
debate to-morrow. 


Volunteers for Spain 


There is to be a sitting of the Sub 
Committee of the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee to-morrow morning, when if is 
hoped that the Portuguese Ambassador, 
Dr. Monteiro, will have received instruc- 
tions from his Government and be in a 
position to drop objection to the super- 
vision scheme for the control of the 
Spanish land and sea frontiers. In the 
parliamentary papers to-day there was a 
written answer to a question concerning 
volunteers for Spain when Sir John Simon 
stated that, if in any case information is 
available to justify proceedings under the 
Foreign Enlistment Act, the law will be 
enforced impartially against any British 
subject within the jurisdiction, whether 
he is resident in the United Kingdom or 
merely passing through this country. 


Coronation Oath 


The Prime Minister has had a letter 
sent to the Rev. H. D. Longbottom, leader 
of the Liverpool Protestant reformers, in 
reference to the Coronation oath. It statcs 
that consideration has been given to th 
changes in the wording in the oat! 
rendered necessiry by the new constitu 
tional position of the Dominions. These 
changes, which have now been settled. 
occur almost entirely in that section of 
the oath which has a purely politica! 
significance. Some small re-arrangement 
of phraseology has been effected in the |; st 
section of the oath, which deals with the 
maintemance of the Protestant reformed 
religion and the settlement of the Church 
of England. The form of oath to be use 
will be published, with the form of Service, 
before the date of the Coronation. 


Accommodation Difficulties 


The India, Dominion and Colonia! 
Offices are rather concerned regarding a 
development in connection with the 
Coronation, which was not foreseen. The 
West End hotels and boarding houses, 
while generally willing to entertain white 
people at high prices, are refusing to pro- 
vide accommodation for guests who are 
coloured. {it was the hope and the expe - 
tation that such a thing would not arise 
OM an imperial] occasion, but there it is, 
and there seems to be no way out of the 
situation.

A RECENT FREE STATE FILM 


MM: MacDERMOT, who observed at

Russia. The Spanish language did 
not prevent its spread into Mexico 
and Spain, and, the most difficult 


of all, the Chinese language, did not pre- 
vent it from spreading into China. A 
disease like Communism would spread in 
places where the conditions favoured it, 
where there were misery, poverty, want, 
and a lack of Christian spirit among men 
who were well-to-do. And no amount of 
cowering behind the barrier of the 
language would save this country from 
Communism or any other ism: the 
measures necessary to do that were of 
quite a different order. 

He had said that in order to put an end 
to the exaggerated claims that were being 
made for it, and the fantastic ideas by 
which its cause was sometimes supported— 
ideas which had, in his opinion, an evil 
influence upon the whole course of Govern- 
ment -policy in regard to Irish, and which 
had the effect of making people anxious 
to put up a great shew in a hurry and 
to make a splash instead of doing the 
thing slowly and thoroughly. The object 
to be aimed at, he suggested, was the 
enrichment of their national life by the 
preservation and restoration of as much 
of the Irish culture as was bound up with 
the Irish language. 


SCHOLARSHIP AND MONEY 


The first concrete suggestion then that 
I have to make for the reconstruction and 
rationalisation of the language is that 
more regard should be paid to scholarship, 
and that as a first step the Government 
should spend far more money and more 
effort upon the publication of Irish 
classical texts and making them accessible 
to all the citizens of the country. We 
possess no reliable dictionary in Irish. 
The Government should spend far more 
money and more effort upon the publica- 
tion, in a worthy, though not expensive, 
form, of Irish classical texts and also of 
English translations of them, so as to 
make them accessible to a greater number 
of people. He had been informed by 
people in a position to know that there 
was much to be investigated in the Irish of 
the past, and there were many literary 
texts requiring to be edited and many 
important questions. of grammar and 
lexicography to be decided. The Govern- 
ment would be better employed in 
producing a _ reliable Irish grammar 
than in translating English -detective 
stories. He had been informed by five or 
six Irish scholars that work of that kind 
had been deplorably neglected by both 
Governments. 

Mr. DERRIG—And by the scholars. 

Mr. MacDERMOT—How many scholars 
have been given an opportunity of doing 
anything of the kind? He did not suggest, 
he added, that work of that kind could 
have been done, or that publications would 
be possible unless generally supported by 
whatever Government was in power. 


TEACHING OF IRISH 


Regarding the teaching of Irish, Mr. 
MacDERMOT said that scholarship had 
been too much neglected, and he suggested 
that in secondary schools and universities 
classical Irish should definitely take pro- 
cedure over colloquial Irish. The road to 
culture and scholarship in a language was 
by reading the literature of that language, 
not through teaching a kind of pidgin 
variety. Boys and girls who had acquired 
Irish, but who did not normally think in 
the language, would, he suggested, gain 
far more in the secondary schools by 
studying Irish as they would study any 
other language, such as Latin, Greek, 
French or German, and by taking an in- 
telligent interest in its literature and 
history. Only in this way would they ever 
get a real “hold” on the language or 
would it become an asset to their mental 
equipment. Irish in the secondary schools 
should be taught by scholars in a scholarly 
spirit, and ‘the object should not be to 
attain fluency im a sort of pidgin Irish.

S TRONG criticism of the big in- 
crease in Japan’s arms estimates 

was forthcoming in the House of 

Representatives to-day. 

The bill for the year’s arms pro- 
gramme, originally fixed at the record 
figure of £83,000,000, has been 
scaled down by over £2,500,000 by 
the new Cabinet, but ig stilll 
£18,000,000 higher than last year. 


A CHALLENGE 


In a crowded House, with the Strangers’ 
Gallery filled to capacity, Mr. Yukio 
Ozaki, former Minister of Justice, 
challenged the Government’s policy, and 
said that he failed to see any crisis in the 
Far East, although crisis was imminent in 
Europe. Therefore, there was no neces- 
sity for Japan to increase her armaments.

Mr. Chamberlain said that the leader 
of the Opposition had described the loan 
proposal as unprecedented in time of 
peace. He was not sy Sr to disagree 
with that. He did not found the present 
proposals on precedents, however. The real 
justification for them was to be found in 
the unsettled conditions of the times, 
which made it necessary to compress a 
vast expenditure within a comparatively 
short period of time. 

The White Paper had put hon. members 
in possession of the data upon which the 
Government asked the House to consent 
to this expenditure without entering upon 
details, which it might be dangerous to 
make public. If members of the Opposi- 
tion were surprised at the amount asked 
for it could only be because they did not 
in the least a the formidable extent 
of the task which lay before the Govern- 
ment. 

A country like ours, with responsibili- 
ties in all parts of the world, could not 
neglect either offence or defence. It was 
absolutely essential for us to equip our- 
selves at home and along the lines of 
communications with the newest methods 
of attack and of defence, and to provide 
ourselves with forces capable of being 
despatched wherever they might be 
wanted. We could not allow our fighting 
forces to go into the field to meet forces 
better armed than ourselves. (Cheers.) 


A RELATIVE FIGURE 


In estimating the total expenditure 
upon defence contemplated during the 
next five years, even the figure of 
£1,500,000,000 could not be regarded as 
final or certain. Circumstances might 
change, which would allow of a reduction 
in the programme. If so, all the better. 
On the other hand, if conditions changed 
to our disadvantage, even £1,500,000,000 
would not represent the total amount 
which the country would be obliged to 


spend. 
The question that, no doubt, would be 
asked by the Opposition was—whether 


this programme was extravagant, unneces- 
sary and premature. Others might ask if 
it was adequate to meet the risks which 
everyone saw in front of them. All these 
were grave questions, but they concerned 
the safety of the country. The Govern- 
ment, which was responsible for the 
safety of the country, could alone answer 
these questions. If the programme was 
challenged as being extravagant or pre- 
mature, he invited those who made such 
criticisms to say wherein it was extrava- 
gant, and to say what, in their view, 
should be cut out. 

Were we to cease building - capital 
ships? Were we to allow our ships to 
meet the fleets of other Powers which pos- 
sessed newer ships of greater tonnage 
and superior gun-power?

Mr. Arthur Henderson (Labour) said 
that before that question could be answered 
it was necessary to know whether the 
Government were working on the assump- 
tion that we were to fight our own battles 
or that the country formed part of the 
system of collective security.

When it was 
proposed to spend one million a day, 
excluding Sundays, on armaments they 
ought to satisfy themselves that they 
were getting full value for the money, and 
that the Government were steadily pur- 
suing a peace policy, which would render 
a substantial part of this great armament 
expenditure unnecessary. He would be 
interested to know whether the Govern- 
ment’s policy was one of collective 
security or a policy of military alliances, 
or isolation. : 

His own policy for removing the causes 
of war and armaments would be: (1) To 
work for the abolition of quotas and 
imperial preference, and the reduction of 
tariffs; (2) to appoint commissioners to 
vestigate the grievances of dissatisfied 
nations ; (ó) to assure Germany and Italy 
that it was our intention once a settle- 
ment was reached that they should have 
equal rights and status with all other 
members of the League. :

CHANCELLOR’S REPLY 


Mr. Chamberlain, replying to points 
raised in the dehate, said that one 
criticism was that the Government’s 
defence programme was not related to 
their foreign policy.

Giving evidence, Mr. O. W. Geary, formerly 
bandmaster of the Ist Battalion the Border 
Regiment, who brought the action, said: 
“I used to tell the bandsmen to listen-in to 
the B.B.C. brass band from Belfast, because 
there was something to be learned how not 
Other phrases used by Mr. Geary 


to do it.’ 
were: ‘‘ Pretty terrible,” and “ Very, very 
poor,” in reference to the band, which, it is 


alleged, was conducted by Mr, Brown under 
the name of Edward Furness. 

Mr. Geary, who is now director of music 
to the Royal Artillery Band, Woolwich, said 
that, from the instrumentation, he thought 
only a novice in brass band work would ever 
attempt such a band. 

Mr. Brown also claims damages for libel 


against Mr. Geary. He alleges that the libel 
was contained in a letter written by Mr. 
Geary to Mr, Charles Rollins, secretary of 


the Northern Ireland Bands’ Association. 
Plaintiff alleges that he was libelled in letters 
written by Mr. Brown to Lieut.-Colonel JG. 
Darwell, M.C., formerly Commanding Officer 
of the Border Regiment at Holywood, on 
ist October, 1935; March 17th, and April 
23rd, 1936. 

Continuing his evidence to-day, Mr. Geary 
was questioned about a reply sent from the 
president of the regimental band to the 
B.B.C.. and he declared that all connection 
between his band and the local station then 
ceased, except that they were informed from 
time to time that at no time would his band 
be allowed to broadcast until he apologised.

Rollins asked him whether or not he had 
heard the broadcast, but he knew from what 
he had seen of the instrumentation that only 
a uovice of brass band work would ever 
attempt such a thing. 


“PRETTY TERRIBLE — 


Witness added that he heard a whisper 
before about the conductor being Edward 
Furness, but he really did not believe that 
it would. go on. tan said what he 
theught about the use of a pseudonym. and 
misleading the public, 

Mr. Lowry-—Although you did not hear the 
broadcast before you went on tour, you say: 
“Lots of people who did assured you it was

Witness—They were people of my own 
band. They had their own sets.  Í don’t 
want. te be nasty about this, but there was 
something to be learned about how not to do.

Proceeding, witness said that since he wrote 
the letter to Mr. Rollins he had heard the 
brass band on four or five occasions, 

There was no comparison at all between 
what they knew as a top-grade brass band 
and the B.B.C. brass band, which was an 
experiment.

“ ONLY HALF- 

PROFESSIONAL ” BAND 


Proceeding, witness ‘said that although it 
was supposed to be a professional band, in 
fact it was only half-professional. They had 
amateurs playing, an odd tradesman or two, 
soidiers, and, he believed, a policeman 
(laughter) playing on different makes of 
instruments. He could only say-it was very 
poor, 

Having heard the band for himself, he had 
nothing to withdraw about it as a musician. 
That was his honest belief.

BATTLE GROWS IN 
INTENSITY 


A big Government counter-offensive, says 
a Madtid telegram, was launched yester- 
day morning in the Jarama sector, where 
the struggle, which has been compared to 
the Verdun battle in the Great War, is 
going on for the Madrid-Valencia road. 

At mid-day General Miaja, Chief of 
the Defence Junta, announced : — 

“The reports are satisfactory,” and 
later news received here stated that the 
insurgents had been obliged to withdraw, 
particularly those around San Martin de 
la Vega. 

The offensive began at 4 a.m. with an 
intense artillery bombardment directed 
against the-enemy’s positions, including 
the rear, while at the same time twenty: 
two Government bombing ‘planes, escorted 
by a squadron of chasers, machine-gunned 
the insurgent trenches. 


TANKS IN ACTION 


An hour. later loyalist infantry ad- 
vanced, protected by tanks atid supported 
by a withering fire from the machine- 
gunners. | . 

The insurgents put up a stiff resistance, 
according to: accounts reaching here, and 
the battle raged for two hours before they 
started to show any signs of exhaustion. 
The waves of Republican attackers were 
then able to reach the enemy’s trenches 
rather more easily, and tanks broke up 
the insurgent machine-gun nests. 

Three hours after the battle began the 
insurgent troops began to withdraw, their 
left wing being the first to yield. Re- 
publican aircraft flew over the retreating 
troops, harassing them with bombs and 
machine-guns, i 

‘Phe insurgents have not yet set foot 
on the Madrid-Valencia road,” declared 
General Miaja yesterday: :

GOVERNMENT GRANTS 


Over 200 out of 300 secondary schools had 
accepted the principle ot teaching through 
Irish as being right and Proper and sound 
educationally.

YEAR’S WORK REVIEWED

The report presented to tne seventh annual 
meeting of the Southern Church Mission to 
Ballymacarrett, held in the Gregg Memorial 
Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, 
stated that twenty-five parishes in the 
Diocese of Clogher had joined the Fellowship 
in the year. In the Diocese of Dublin 
Christ Church Cathedral and Donnybrook 
parishes had contributed for the first time. 
A splendid subscription of £40 had been re- 
ceived from the Home Mission Society. The 
committee offered grateful thanks to many 
other good friends and country parishes which 
had helped to close the financial year with- 
out debt. 

The resignation of the two. hon. secretaries 
in Dublin of the Mission was received with 
regret. Pressure of work was the cause of 
Canon Simpson’s resignation and Mr. Lyons 
Egan had gone to live in Bangor, County 
Down. 

Moving the adoption of the report, Miss 
Millington described Ballymacarrett, with its 
network of small houses and teeming popula- 
tion, and the comfort and happiness which 
the Mission had brought into the homes there. 

Seconding the motion, the Rev. H. F, 
Knight, Ballymacarrett, paid tribute to the 
amazing energy of the lay workers in the 
Ballymacarrett district. They relieved the 
clergy of a vast amount of work. These lay 
workers had amazed him with their energy 
and untiring zeal, and were particularly 
zealous in establishing contact with those 
who had been out of touch with the 
Church. The Services at St. Martin’s 
were wonderfully impressive, and numbers 
of -young men had told him how 
much they were impressed. There was 
a feeling that the whole congregation was 
taking part in praise and prayer. They had a 
great many organisations where both youn 
and old of both sexes were catered for, An 
the Sunday School was going from strength 
to strength, especially the work in the 
Kindergarten Sunday School. A Women’s 
Fellowship. Club and Girls’ Club were 
popular, and their weekly duplex financial 
scheme was being well supported. Jt was 
wonderful what had been done in the seven 
years since the Mission was started. 


TRIBUTES TO WORKERS 


The Bishop of Ossory, who presided in the 
unavoidable absence, through illness, of the 
Bishop of Meath, paid tribute to the work 
which the Bishop of Meath had done for this 
Mission. He was its inspiration and guide, 
and they all regretted that en attack of 
influenza should have prevented him from 
attending. He also spoke of the work which 
the two honorary secretaries had done, and 
expressed regret that circumstances had 
forced them to resign. 

He described the work which had been 
accomplished in Ballymacarrett, where, under 
the inspiration of the Rev. Mr. Buchanan, 
they had now built a beautiful church, and 
had Boy Scouts and Girl Guides, Mothers’ 
Unions, Men’s Club and a splendid congrega- 
tion and a great body of workers. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Proposing the motion that the Mission is 
worthy of support, Miss Hartford, another 
member of the staff, spoke of the wonderful 
influence which the Women’s Fellowship Club 
had brought into the lives of the women of 
Ballymacarrett. The Girls’ Club was also 
very successful, but perhaps their most 
important work was in the kindergarten and 
in the training of girls to be Sunday School 
teachers.
